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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings, as originally filed, are acceptable as formal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The preamble of claims 1-5 is confusing. Consider changing to -A wedge roller 
transmission comprising a roller supporting mechanism, input and output shafts...- or 
similar. 

Claim 1 , lines 25-26, the recitation "symmetric to a flat surface including said 
input and output shafts and the fixed shaft" is indefinite since it is unclear how a flar 
surface can be defined by shafts (cylinders). 

Claim 1 , last 2 lines, "the space" lacks antecedent basis. 
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Claim 2, line 4, "mechanism of moving" is indefinite. It is unclear what this is 
requiring. See also, Claim 3, 2 occurrences; Claim 4, 1 occurrence. 

Double Patenting 

5. Claims 1-5 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending Application No. 
10/726,61 1. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the scope of the claims is identical. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claim 1 and 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nelson (4,481,842). 

Nelson shows a friction drive transmission (figure 1) where an input and output 
shaft (28, 44) have a transmission mechanism therebetween, the friction transmission 
ha an input friction roller (at 46) and three friction rollers (72, 74, at 84), the friction from 
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the input friction roller is transmitted to the three friction rollers and then to the ring roller 
(61) to the output. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
